Life in Africa. 

Rev. Mr. Beachman, a member of the 
“ London Wesleyan Mission,” has recently 
returned from a visit to Africa, and in the 
sketch of the social condition of the negroes 
inhabiting che gold coast and its vicinity, 
he furnisbes a truly awful picture, thus: 


Scarcely has one of their barbarous and 
bloody customs been abandoned, from the 
earliest period of which anything is known 
of them. They will even pave their court- 
yards, palaces, and even the streets or mar- 
ket-places of their villages or towns with 
the skulls of those butchered in the wars, 
at feasts, funerals, or as sacrifices to Bos- 
sum. 

Still their wives and slaves are buried 
alive with their deceased husbands or mas- 
ters. When Adahanzen died, two hundred 
and eighty of his wives were butchered be- 
fore the arrival of his successor, which put 
a stop to it, only to increase the flow of 
blood and the number of deaths in other 
ways. The remaining living wives were 
buried alive, amid dancing, singing and be- 
wailing, the noise of muskets, horus, drums, 
yells, groans and screaches, the women 
marching by headless trunks, bedaubed 
themselves with mud and blood. Their 
victims were marched along with large 
knives passed through their cheeks. The 
executioners struggle for the bloody office 
while the victims look on and endure with 


horrid sacrifice to show terror, or to imag- 
ine that all was not as it shouldbe. Their 
hands were chopped off, and then their legs 
sawed off, and then their heads sawed off, 
to prolong the amusement. Even some 
who assisted to fill the graves were then 
hustled in alive, in order to add to the sport 
or solmnity of the scene. Upon the death 
of the king’s brother, four thcusand victims 
were thus sacrificed. These ceremonies are 
often repeated, and hundreds slaughtered 
at every rehearsal. Upon the death ofa 
king of Ashantee, a general massacre takes 
place, in which there can be no computation 
of the many victims.

The zest of amusement itself, and the suc- 
cessful result of application depend, in a 
great measure, upon the economy of time. 
Estimate, also, forge of habit. Exercise a 
constant, an unremitting vigilance of the 
acquirement of habit, in matters that are 
apparently of entire indifference—that, per- 
haps, are really so, independent of the hab- 
its they engender. It is by the neglect of 
such trifles that bad habits are acquired, 
and that the mind, by tolerating negligence 
and procrastination in matters of small ac- 
count, but frequent occurrence—matters of 
which the world takes no notice—becomes 
accustomed to the same defects in matters 
of higher importance. By motives yet 
more urgent, by higher and purer aspira- 
tions, by the duty of obedience to the will

Recovery of a Captive from the Mohave 


A young American lady, named Olive 
Oatman, has recently been recovered from 
an Indian captivity. The following ac- 
count of the circumstances is from the cor- 
respondence of the San Francisco Herald. 

On the 19th of March, 1851, a family 
of emigrants named Oatman, from Iowa, 
en route for California, composed of Loren- 
zo Oatman, wife and seven children, (three 
boys and four girls,) while encamped about 
one hundred and twenty-five miles from the 
mouth of the Gila river, were attacked by 
the Mohave Indians and all but one boy 
and two girls massacred in cold blood.— 
The boy in the dark succeeded in escaping 


him.“

from the Indians Col. Nauman, U. S. A., 
who was at that time en route for Fort 
Yuma, immediately inquired into the sub- 
ject, but found the charges against the 
officers wholly without foundation; and 
fearful that, by some possibility, there 
might be some prisoners never before 
of, sent out runners to the different tribes 
offering heavy ransom for their pt 
in answer to which, a Yuma Indian of t 
name of Francisco, came in saying, “He 
could find a young girl ten day’s travel 
from the fort.” blankets, etc., were 
immediately given him, and in twenty days 
he retarned with Miss Oatman. When 
brought in she was dressed as all the fe- 
males of the Luma-Mohave Indians, and 
on a white man approaching, threw herself

churches, nor to heaven; nor is it to exclude 
them from green fields, and proper recreations, 
nor to abridge in any manner personal liberty. 
Nor yet is it alone or chiefly to protect those 
who desire to make a Christian use of the Sab- 
bath, and secure them against interruption — 
They who love worship and prefer it above all 
other engagements will find fit place to wor- 
ship, though they seek it in groves apart from 
the noise of men and din of business and pleas- 
ure. Christian men have seldom to complain 
that their worship is interrup There is a 
sentiment which respects the religious convictions 
of men, and frowns down the low mirth or malice 
that would interfere with their freest course 
This being guaranteed in every respectable so- 
ciety, why should not the same free path be per- 
mitted to those who make no distinction of 
days and whom preference would lead to the 
same modes of oceupation or amusement that 
are pursued on other days? The reply to this 
is, that the government owes a paternal duty to 
its citizens. Its whole duty is not discharged 
when it has guarded the physical powers and 
favored the supplying of the physical wants 
of its subjects. It owes something to the moral 
character of the beings whose development is 
influenced by the institutions or customs which 
it fosters or permits. Our government is chris- 
tian, rather than pagan or atheist. It acknowl- 
edges the truth of christianity. It makes vari- 
ous recognitions of the institutions of christian- 
ity. The business of government rests during 
the Sabbath. Individual contracts lose their 
force if sealed on the Sabbath. Our judicial 
oath, administered alike to the chief magistrate 
who sits in the high place of power, and to the 
witness who comes pledged to the utterance of 
truth before a jury of his fellows, acknowledges 
tho reality of the Bible as a book from God: the 
guide book of national obligations, as well as 
the great charter of individual rights and the 
instractor for heaven. Every paternal power, 
while it may not infringe on the individual con- 
science, is bound to place safeguards against 
temptation and to array influences leading in 
the right path. This we conceive to be the 
true basis of all Jegislation for promoting moral 
observances. It is to remove temptation: to 
close up the liquor shops on the highway ; to 
drive from the public gaze those who flaunt al- 
luring robes to decoy to disease and death: to 
hush on the Sabbath the noise of mirth and 
business, that men may be made thoughtful by 


a Sabbath’s quiet stillness, and be won to better 


and holier things than are born of strife and 
tumult. 

It is in the power of the state to create a 
Sabbath. Who does not know how outward 
circumstances almost irresistibly control the 


spirit? and these outward circumstances, casting 


their influences down upon thinking, forming, 
ever shaping mind, it is the province and duty 
of a christian state to control. Draw two pic- 
tures before the mind: both familiar to Cali- 
fornians. The one is a mining town in earlier 
days. Almost at dawn the streets become 
thronged with pilgrims from the cabin and 
from the toils of the week, come in to seek the 
diversions of a Sunday intown. The auction- 
eers are early at their stands, with merriment 
and noise. Horses are paraded through the 
streets forsale. The shops are open, and the 
gold scales held in requisition. Goods are 
priced and ordered. Saloons and road-side stands 
are patronized. On the hill side a company is 
assembling to the call of music, in a ring or rude 
amphitheater. At the fixed hour the town is 
nearly drained of its numbers, and a black mass 
is seen yonder; and now, again and again, shouts 
are lifted up like the noise of many waters. At 


evening a crade theatrical company holds forth, 


and that mass of noisy life is transferred with- 


in a canvass house or light wooden structure, 


that confines neither the screech of the actor 
nor the now hoarse shouts of the people. Long 
after the stores are closed and the merchants 
have sought repose, may be heard the heavy 
footsteps of straggling men, or the yells of in- 
toxicated groups, making night hideous and 
endangering a combustible town. The picture 
is too sadly true. Now from such a scene what 
sabbath-like influence falls upon the wayward 
hearts of young men needing incentives to virtue 
instead of impulsions to ruin? The only sab- 
bath voice to such may be the tinkling of a bell, 
like the shining of a lone star almost invisible, 
or the example of an examplary miner who is 
lost in the multitude that keep not holy day. 
What wonder if vice proves rank, and virtue 
dies out and character is ruined by such 
scenes, which it isin the power of the State 
measurably to check and which the state is now 
invoked to forbid utterly. 


For strong contrast to this picture, which 
even fails to describe San Francisco as once it 
was, we need not go far. When the Sabbath 
has come to our city, few sounds that savor of 
business disturb its repose. The unwonted still- 
ness of the hour calls our thoughts out far into 
the silence of eternity. The ringing bells lift 
our souls upwards. Oome let us go up and 
worship, is the feeling of the grateful heart — 
That drifting tide of subdued humanity draws 
into its wake the otherwise careless and thought- 


less. The streets are still, and that stillness is n 


pressure upon men towards the temples of God. 
The Sabbath has a voice to men, bidding them 
to relax their grasp upon the things which all 
the week they pursue, and to seek those infinite 
things of which the Sabbath speaks to their 
calmed thoughts. Let a recognized Sabbath 
exist, and thousands who would not find one for 
themselves amid the continued excitements of 
business and pleasure, will be benefited by it; 
while it ‘shall be made doubly grateful to the 
christian who sees the key turned upon the ware- 
house world one day, that men may seek the 
temples: who makes the Sabbath to himself as 
an island green, washed by the waves that lave 
the shores of the better land. 

This outward recognition and promotion of 
the Sabbath is in part the work and duty of a 
christian State. While publie opinion will ef- 
fect vast changes, it alone is not sufficient — 
There .aré men who will brave that for gain. 
Let the open stores of mountain towns, let the

Let not the full influence of the 
Sabbath be sacrificed to the idea of perpetual 
rounds of business or amusement. If need be, 
let men go forth to the open fields and the pure 
sir and the speaking silence of nature’s own 
Sabbath. But, for one day, let the open doors 
and the music lifted up, invite men rather to 
worship than to idle amusement. ‘ Not all days 
are alike, if christianity be true: not all were 
intended for the same use. A Sabbath was ap- 
pointed for man for his good ; for bis rational 
pleasure: for his instruction : for freedom from 
common cares. Its scenes ought to invite men 
to high thoughts and to worship ; though it is 
the province of no power to compel them thus. 
Let those who have opposed all legislation con- 
cerning the Sabbath, refute our positions if they 
can. On them and on none would we enforce 
our preferred employment of the Sabbath; and 
yet we might wish them worse things, than that 
they should love the Sabbath’s hush and the 
worsbip in the sanctuary. 

The Sabbath is a delight to those who rightly 
use it. It is good, through all the week beside, 
to sow, to reap, to wash gold and to sell mer- 
chandise : but the sabbath hath a use far higher 
than these, as the calm is sweeter than the storm; 
as silence is more eloquent than the babbling of 
voices and the rumbling of wheels. O come let 
us worship and bow down: let us kneel before 
the Lord our Maker.” Let us cease our own 
working that we ‘may see his working: let us 
make silence that we may hear him.

Editorial Correspondence. 


Folsox, March 16th, 1856. 

Cotp Sprincs.—On leaving Placerville we 
descended to the west five miles, to another but 
smaller old mining town of 49, called Cold 
Springs. From the summit of the hill upon 
the east, before descending to the place, a very 
delightful prospect opened before us. A large 
valley of half a mile in width and a mile and a 
half in length, terminating to the west in a nar- 
row canon, lay peacefully reposing in the midst 
of a surrounding mountain range which com- 
pletely shut it in; except that there is one little 
gap which the great waters, in ages past, had 
forced open, gorging for themselves a passage. 
At the head of this valley, just at our feet, the 
town was seen, containing a goodly number of 
well painted buildings; and around the town 
are several fine white cottages with gardens, and 
alleys, and pastures, now green and covered 
with cattle. The whole valley is clear of trees, 
and in places appear large sections where mining 
has been or is yet carried on; in other places 
all is green as cultivated fields, and here and 
there houses, some old and rough, others more 
modern and built in taste. Among other fea- 
tures of the scene was one at a distance, which 
espiecally engaged the attention. A high flume 
extended from the mountain to the upper rim of 
a vast water wheel which seemed to stand al- 
most alone with only a small frame work around 
it for support. On looking carefully the great 
wheel was seen to be slowly revolving and it was 
found to be connected with quartz crushing ap- 
paratus. In all parts of the hills these struct- 
ures are multiplying. Soon they must absorb 
much of the capital used in mining, and be the 
principal source of wealth in the mountains. 


On descending into the town we found the 
same thing true which we have remarked in 
other old places: that the number of buildings 
deceives in regard to the number of the inhabi- 
tants. Many buildings put up for temporary 
purposes by adventurers, are left without inhab- 
itants till they fall to decay or are burned in 
some sweeping conflagration that destroys a 
whole town; after which the place is rebuilt as 
it should be with good streets and good habita- 
tons. The mining in this region returns good 
wages, generally from three to five dollars a 
day, giving occupation to about one hundred 
and twenty five miners. The quartz mill is 
likely to do a good business, though only lately 
in operation. In the town and immediate vi- 
cinity are about fifteen families, forming a good 
society and living in the enjoyment of nearly the 
usual comforts of a small Atlantic setlement a 
dozen years old. They bave a good school 
house but no school at present. They have oc- 
casional preaching, a Division of the Sons, and a 
good public library of about one hundred and 
‘eighty volumes. 

Pusiic Lisrary.—We were told that 
this is the oldest public library in the state, ex- 
cept one in Los Angeles. All honor to the people 
at this place in taking the lead in an enterprise 
of so much importance to the best interests, in- 
tellectual, moral, social and religious, of the in- 
habitants. One hundred dollars laid out in this 
way is better than thousands expended for 
theaters and circuses, to say nothing of balls, 
wine drinking parties, billiard saloon recrea- 
tions, etc. At Placerville we were told that 
one evening’s circns had sometimes taken two 
thousand dollars from the town. How vastly 
better for a place that such a sum of money 
should be expended in obtaining a permanent 
library, and literary or scientific lectures; 
things that ennoble the mild and cultivate the 
best features of character ; which benefit each 
individual for life and advance society for gen- 
erations to come. Honor to this place for the 
first public library in the mountains; and may 
its good example be followed by hundreds of 
others till not a neighborhood shall be without 
such a library as Newton or Franklin might 
have enjoyed: where all, even the poorest child, 
may drink. of the stream of knowledge. 

Goto HnA.— Ascending the high range to 
the north we came, at the distance of a little 
over two miles, to a small, but pleasant elevated 
mountain town, called Gold Hill. It enjoys a 
splendid prospect, that is bounded on the east 
only by the summits of the Sierras ; and on the 
west the great valley of the Sacramento, with 
the blue range of the Coast mountains in the 
distance, appears in clear view, as a vast pano- 
rama, rebuking in its perfection the most magic 
painting ever drawn by finite artist. Why is it 
that scenery like this is often beheld by great 
men, even men of intellect and taste and feeling, 
who rank among the first in refinement and 
ability, with an indifference almost beneath that

If 
this be the true feason, then if man should ever 
come soto refer the admirable in nature to na- 
ture author as he does the admirable in art to 
the artist, the delightful, ennobling emotions of 
the soul in the contemplation of nature will be 
immensely elevated; while the admiration of art 
will be none the less. It is this great object 
that christianity is constantly aiming and tend- 
ing to accomplish, inducing man ever to look 
through nature up to nature’s God with all the 
fit emotions which such reference ought to 
awaken. 

Gold Hill has once been a much more busy 
place than now; yet at present it contains 
some twelve families and seventy miners. They 
have no tunnel diggings of importance, but fair 
surface washing can be here carried on for ma- 
ny years to come. They enjoy the preaching of 
the gospel by the Methodists; have an organi- 
zation of the Sons, but have no school or library. 
All through this region there is perceivable a 
decided improvement in the tastes,and morals, 
and general character of the people, as evinced, 
among other things, in a'greatly increased;circu- 
lation of papers of an elevated tone. 

Granite Crry.—Returning, we took stage, 
and were favored with a delightful ride down ieto 
tho foot hills of the Sierra, thirty miles, to the new 
and rising town of Folsom, or as the inhabitants 
call it, Granite City.” It is located on the 
American river, twenty-three miles above Sac- 
ramento, at the present terminus of the Sacra- 
mento Valley Railroad. Here, within three 
months, a town has sprung up with 49 rapidity: 
settled almost entirely by squatters, who have 
located themselves on lots, as miners’ claims 
and under miners’ regulations. In this way they 
expect to annul all claim to the land which is 
under Spanish grant, confirmed to the lately 
deceased Capt. Folsom. The squatters seem 
generally to be men of little capital, who hope 
by selling their lots, to make something in the 
way of a speculation. Near three hundred 
houses of all kinds and descriptions have been 
put up in a short time; while yet the sound of 
the hammer and the saw is constantly heard all 
through the town. It is certainly destined to 
be an important place of business; but the 
spirit of speculation is to carry things to excess 
and bring on a painful reaction. Many families 
have come out of the mountains and located 
themselves here, as also some from the cities 
below: and indeed it is a delightful region for 
permanent homes. 


Easy of access from all parts of the country, 
by means of the railroad, situated among the 
low hills, in the midst of the old scattering oaks, 
with good water and the finest of climates, where 
the refreshing breezes of the mountains modity 
the heat of the valley, and enjoying a real rural 
country scenery which is among the most ro- 
mantic along the high banks of the American, 
it certainly offers advantages far beyond ordina- 
ry places to those who want permanent homes, 
with good business opportunities in our State. 
But let the mere speculator stand back and keep 
his selfish, unhallowed eyes off from this place, 
if he would have any regard to the good of oth- 
ers, or to his own real interests. There are 
some good men here, and some worthy young 
men; though one would hardly think so on a 
partial acquaintance with the people of the 
place, particularly ona Sabbath. An organiza- 
tion to discountenance gambling, and another 
of the Sons of Temperance have been comple- 
ted, and some steps taken towards others of 
more or less importance. Efforts for a church 
are also being made. The business of the place 
is dependent upon teaming from the mountains, 
and what trade can be withdrawn from Sacra- 
mento city. How great this will he, is yet 
problematical. The speculator may then move 
carefully ; but one who would choose a good 
permanent home may well be among the first to 
locate at this pleasant and advantageous young 
city ; always remembering to avoid debt in do- 
ing so, lest he lose all. S. V.

other damage. On Tuesday, the 4th, they came 
again, burned all his buildings, and are supposed 
to have driven off his cattle. 

Lieut. Davidson of the Dragoons came down 
on Tuesday with 40 men on the Oregon side, 
and in the afternoon of the same day, the Wasco 
on her trip up was requested to take Davidson’s 

party across the river, when on her approach to 
the Washington side, they were fired into by 
Indians, and returned to the south bank. Isup- 
pose Davidson had to comply with the general 
order of letting all expeditions alone. 
Today the Mary brought down Maj. Haller 
and 50 men, (to relieve Davidson who returned 
to the Dalles,) who are encamped on the south 
bank of the river.

Assembly resolution a substitue was offered 
stating, that California declines to weaken her 
power with her sister states by interfering with 
sectional dissentions.

All the Know 
Nothing members present voting in favor of it 
and also Messrs. Burton and Day. The debate 
was participated in by Messrs Furguson, Til- 
ford, McCullum, Day, Hawks and others. 

Mr Hawks said, that Mr. Douglas of Illinois, 
by the introduction of the Kansas resolutions 
had warmed into life the demon of discord. 

He differed with most persons from the sec- 
tion of the Union from which he came, as to the 
policy of the law, and the result—the civil 
war—satisfied him that he was right. Mr. 
Hawks stated that he approved the substitute 
offered by Mr. M Cullum, and would vote for its 
adoption. He thought it an unwise policy on 
our part to array against California the majority 
in Congress—but that it was better for us to 
keep our skirts clear of the foul contamination 
of internal dissensions. Our interests at 
Washington demanded such a course at our 
hands. In regard to the election of Mr. Banks, 
Mr Hawks remarked, that with his private views 
and feelings, had he been in Congress would not 
have voted for that gentleman; had he been 
the Representative of the State of California, 
taking into view the interests of the State he 
would have felt himself bound to pursue such a 
course as would have insured a speedy organ- 
ization of the house. At the conclusion he was 
applauded by a portion of those in the lobby. 

Mr. Day, said there was nothing he so much 
deprecated as the agitation of sectional questions. 
He was proud to say he was a uorthern man 
with northern principles. He was opposed to 
sectional agitations and was in favor of putting 
them down, not by truckling, or by bandying 
harsh terms and epithets, but by calmness, and 
gentlemanly intercourse. Mr. Day went on to 
deprecate the use of such terms of opprobriam 
as those of “nasty” or “dirty abolitionists,” as 
applied to all who were opposed to the exten- 
sion of slavery where it does not now exist. This 
he believed was intended to terrify men from an 
expression of their sentiments. In regard to 
the policy of the Kansas-Nebraska bill, he en- 
tertained very much the same views as those 
expressed by his friend Mr. Hawks. He had 
always questioned the wisdom and propriety of 
those measures. In regard to the resolution of 
the Assembly he thought it a meddling with 
business that did not concern us, and as the 
substitute offered by the Senator from El Dora- 
do, confirmed exactly to his views, in spite of 
party or party trammels he should vote for 
it. 


The Senate then indefinitely postponed the 


substitute bya vote of 18 ayes to 14 nays.— 
Marcu 14.—The special order of the day, be- 
ing the bill to provide for the appointment of 
State Prison Commissioners, and leasing of the 
Prison, was considered in Committee of the 
Whole. The bill was reported back to the Sen- 
ate without amendment, and passed. Ayes, 19
